Verbal Confession of Mil-

WHITE PLAINS. N. Y., Sept. 


21. — Walter S. Ward's verbal ad- 
mission that it was he who shot 
and killed Clarence M. Peters, 19 
year old Haverhill, Mass.. sailor, 
on the night of May 15, 1922, was 
placed before the Jury trying tiim 
on charges of first degree murder 
today. 


Sheriff George Werner was the 
witness who gave a graphic de- 
scription of the scene which occur- 
red in the living room of the sher- 
iff's home at Rye. the night of May 
22. 1922. when Ward surrendered 
and his story was told. 


"Attorney Allen R. Campbell, 


who represented Ward did the 
talking, Ward sitting beside him," 
Werner said. "Campbell said that 
on the night of May 15 Ward met 
three fellows by appointment On 
the road between White Plains and 
Port Chester. He said they were 
known to Ward as Jack Rogers, 
Charles and Pete. Pete was in the 
car with the other two, Campbell 
said. 
He said it was a big red 
Stutz car and that when Ward 
drove up in his Peerless coupe 
Pete got out, pulled a gun out of 
his pocket and climbed into Ward's 
car. 


Attorney Did Talking 
"The attorney said Ward drove 


along the road at Pete's direction 
and all this time he said Pete kept 
the gun pressed into his side. 
"They got out on the road where 
they found Peters body the next 
day, the attorney said. Peters had 
some trouble opening the door and 
while he did, the attorney said, 
Ward got his gun out of a pocket 
of the car. Ward, he said, reach- 
ed over and grabbed Peters by the 
wrist. 
Peters' gun exploded, the 


attorney said. 
Then Ward shot 


him just as he was standing there 
with one foot in the road and the 
other foot on the running, board 
of Ward's car. He said he stag- 
gered back and that Ward kept 
holding his wrist until he fell, Wer- 
ner stated.

Henry Ford declares that he is not running for or 


Against anything. In an interview in Montreal, he de- 
dared, however, when asked concerning the prohibition 
• law, that the law should be obeyed and he added they 
should put the army and navy on it. 


We like the attitude that Mr. Ford takes upon law 


enforcement. Whatever the law is, we believe that it 
should be enforced. The curse of America is the fact 
that so many people think that they are privileged to 
disobey the particular law that they do not want to 
Obey. With the automobilist it is one law. He says> 
"I will not obey this one;" the bootlegger says, "I'll 
B0t$bey this one;" the burglar says, "111 not o'bey this 
one;" the wildcat stock salesman says. "I'll not*obey 
this one," and so it goes on down the line. Each one 
selects the particular law which prevents him from do- 
ing what he desires in taking out of another man's 
pocket without an adequate return and says, "I'll not 
obey this particular statute." 
•; "As Judge Wanamaker brought out in an address 
recently, America is probably suffering worse in this 
respect than any other nation in the world. He stated 
that in London there were .seventeen murders last Tear 
and all cases solved. In New York City there were fif- 
teen times as many murders, in fact more than that— 
tte number was two hundred and sixty, with three con- 
Ittctions. With the amount of graft there is in the pub- 
Be service, with the indifference that exists, with the 
virtual bribery that takes place under the guise of men 
taking retainer fees, it is little wonder that there is a 
Disintegration of moral standards and the people are 
petting the idea that each can be a law unto himself. 


We have always maintained that America has a 
*1^ *° Perform to outside nations, but nothing that 
Outside nations can do can seriously interfere with the 
perpetuity of American institutions providing the gen- 
ius of our people is preserved. The only way that 
America can be seriously injured is from within. The 
fereaking down of our institutions from our own moral 
disintegration, the lowering of our own standards and 
purposes—it must not be. It is the duty of every man 
to personally obey the law and then see to it that" every 
Other man obeys the law.
